SOME FIGURES ON WHEAT 


Figures are said to be lacking in thrills, but 
in a country which produces wheat for export in 
enormous quantity every year it may be not un 
profitable to consult statistics once in a while in 
order to get a view of the national crop in per- 
spective, The @urrent issue of the Agricultural 
Gazctte, published by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, reproduces statistics compiled b) 
the International Institute of Agriculture show 
ing the amount of wheat grown last year in all 
important producing countries, as nearly as that 
can be learned fom official reports and estimates. 

The world over, 217 million acres of land were 
under wheat last year. Of this amount more than 
one-tenth, or twenty-two million acres, represent 
the Canadian crop acreage. Only two countries 
in the world had more land under wheat crop, 
possibly excepting Russia, from which no figures 
are available. Wheat acreage in the United States 
was more than two and a half times that of Can- 
ada, 58 millions, while India had 30 milljpn acres 
planted to this cereal. The Argentine had 14 
million acres, and Australia 10 millions. France 
was the only country in Europe, Russia excepted, 
whose wheat area could compare ‘at all with that 
of the Dominion, the republic having an acreage 
of more than 13 millions. That, by the way, illus 
trates why France is never mentioned » when 
Europe is being surveyed for possible markets for 
Canadian wheat. France supplies its own require. 
ments in that respect, with the assistance of im 
ported supplies from its colonies across the Medi 
terranean. 

On this ‘‘field’’ of 217 million acres there were 
produced $3,460 million bushels. Of this the 
United States farmer grew 785 million bushels 
Canada, though third in acreage, was second in 
yield, with 469 million bushels. India came next 
with 369 millions, then Argentina with 248 mil 
lions, and Australia with 120 millions. With Rus- 
sia Jeft out, Europe, it is interesting to note, des 
pite its density of population, small farms and 
highly diversified production, grew more than 
one-third the world total of wheat, or 1,264 mil 
lion bushels. Even excluding the Russian territor 
ies, that thickly populated ‘‘old’’ continent is b) 


no means inhabited by people who have to import | 


all, or even the bulk of their wheat. In fact the 
estimated requirements of all the importing coun- 
tries in the world is put at 717 million bushels, 
or only two-thirds of the amount that was grown 
in southern and western Europe.
